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REPORT  STATE  TAX  COMMISSION  1914 


Concord,  N.  H.,  February  8,  1915. 
To  the  Selectmen : — 

We  suggest  that  you  cause  the  following  extract 
from  the  report  of  the  Tax  Commission  for  1914  to  be 
printed  in  your  town  report  this  spring.  It  may  tend  to 
economy  in  town  appropriations. 

Very  trufly, 
State  Tax  Commission,

INCREASE  IN  PUBLIC  EXPENDITURES 

No  power  has  constituted  the  members  of  the  tax 
commission  guardians  of  the  public  in  respect  to  ex- 
penditures for  the  support  of  government,  and  they  have 
no  disposition  to  assume  that  role.  Nevertheless, 
"economy  being  a  most  essential  virtue  in  all  states," 
and  it  being  "the  duty  of  legislators  and  magistrates 
*  *  *  to  countenance  and  inculcate  the  principles  of  *  *  * 
economy,"  all  as  set  forth  in  the  constitution  of  this 
state,  the  commissioners  believe  themselves  to  be  amply 
justified  in  urging,  as  they  have  so  often  urged  before, 
the  importance  of  this  subject  upon  the  voters  of  the 
state.  The  public  revenue,  state  and  municipal,  is  the 
voters'  business  and  they  are  responsible,  directly  or  in- 
directly, for  every  extravagance  affecting  it  from  the  in- 
ception to  the  termination  of  the  fund. 

Every  compulsory  contribution  levied  by  public 
authority  upon  people  or  property  is  in  the  broad  sense 
of  the  term  a  tax,  nor  is  it  made  less  obnoxious  or  bur- 
densome if  called  a  fee  or  a  fine.  In  the  figures  that  fol- 
low therefore,  all  fees,  fines,  and  other  exactions,  if  any, 
are  included  with  the  taxes  upon  polls  and  estates.  To 
illustrate  the  comparative  importance  of  the  two  classes, 
it  may  be  said  that  the  taxes  upon  polls  and  estate  repre- 
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sent  about  9o  per  cent,  and  all  other  income  about  5  per 
cent,  of  the  total  revenue  of  the  state,  and  of  the  coun- 
ties, cities,  towns,  districts  and  precincts  therein. 

Taxes  as  defined  above  have  increased  by  leaps  and 
bounds  in  recent  years.  In  1903  the  sum  of  all  the  taxes 
assessed  by  and  within  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  was 
$5,373,420.22;  in  1913  it  was  $8,765,039.07,  an  increase  of 
$3,391,618.85,  or  63  per  cent.,  in  ten  years.  But  these 
figures  do  not  adequately  represent  the  velocity  the  up- 
ward movement  has  now  attained.  To  show  that  it  i& 
necessary  to  divide  the  ten-year  period:  The  levy  in 
1908  was  $924,388.79,  or  17  per  cent,  greater  than  in 
1903,  while  that  in  1913  was  $2,467,230.06,  or  39  per  cent, 
greater  than  in  1908.  By  so  much  did  the  advance  in 
the  last  half  of  said  period  exceed  that  in  the  first  half. 
These  figures  will  be  the  more  alarming  if  it  is  remem- 
bered that  while  taxes  already  sufficiently  heavy  were 
advancing  63  per  cent.,  the  population  of  the  state  in- 
creased only  about  41/2  per  cent.,  and  while  the  one  was 
advancing  39  per  cent.,  the  other  increased  only  al>out 
214  per  cent. 

It  is  instructive  to  study  the  subject  from  another 
angle.  In  the  ten  years  from  1904  to  1914,  both  in- 
clusive, the  annual  increase  in  all  taxes  defined  and 
limited  as  above  was  as  follows : —

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The  average  yearly  increase  for  the  whole  period  was 
$336,561,85.  The  upward  trend  is  more  plainly  shown, 
however,  by  dividing,  as  before,  the  ten-year  period  in 
the  middle  and  considering  the  halves  separately.  For 
the  first  five  years  the  average  annual  increase  was  $184,- 
877.76;  for  the  last  five  years  it  was  $493,446.01.  It  is 
surely  pertinent  to  consider  how  long  the  little  state  of 
New  Hampshire,  almost  stationary  in  wealth,  can  sustain 
a  tax  already  burdensome  and  increasing  at  the  rate  of 
practically  half  a  million  dollars  a  year  without  crippling 
her  industries  and  impoverishing  her  people.  Plainly  it 
is  a  condition  not  calculated  to  attract  capital  from  with- 
out the  state  or  to  encourage  business  within  the  same. 

From  the  per  capita  standpoint  the  situation  is  not 
less  disturbing.  In  1903  there  were  assessed  $12.88  in 
taxes  for  each  man,  woman  and  child  in  the  state.  Five 
years  later  there  were  assessed  $14.75  for  each  individual, 
and  in  five  years  more  $20.09.  If  in  1913  taxes  had  beej) 
equally  distributed  among  all  the  people  it  Avould  have 
meant  a  burden  of  $100  for  each  family  of  five  members. 
'Though  in  reality  there  was  little  such  equality  in  the  as- 
sessment there  was  much  in  the  payment.  The  fact  is  that 
those  who  occupy,  use  or  consume  property,  no  matter 
who  owns  it,  are  those  who  in  the  last  analysis  pay  most, 
if  not  all,  of  the  taxes  thereon.  If  the  wage  earner  or 
the  man  of  limited  means  understood  he  was  in  reality 
paying  something  like  $100  a  year  in  state  and  muni- 
cipal and  half  as  much  more  in  federal  taxes  for  the 
government  of  himself,  his  wife  and  three  children  his 
influence  and  his  vote  would  more  frequently  make  for 
economy  in  appropriations  and  expenditures  than  here- 
tofore. 

No  statistics  for  the  year  1914  appear  in  the  above 
paragraphs  for  the  reason  that  they  are  not  yet  at  hand 
except  in  part.

The  Auditor  has  examined  and  audiied  the  report  of 
the  School  Board  and  its  Treasurer  and  finds  their  report 
to  be  correctly  compiled  and  all  payments  properly  vouch- 
ed for.

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REPORT  OP^  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Atkinson : 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  my  third  annual  report 
as  superintendent  of  your  schools.  The  statistical  tables, 
at  least,  should  be  carefully  read  by  all  since  the  relative 
progress  and  standing  of  your  schools  is  told  there  in 
exact  figures.  Atkinson  still  stands  in  the  front  rank 
of  towns  reporting  a  high  per  cent  of  attendance,  94, 
and  this  too  covering  a  winter  the  most  severe  of  the  five 
years  covered  by  these  tables.  The  number  of  tardy 
marks  increases,  but  not  excessively.  Tardiness  is  a  habit 
and  should  be  carefully  guarded  against  by  parents  as 
well  as  teachers.  The  enrollment  increases  slightly,  be* 
ing  the  largest  in  five  years.  Only  one  pupil  braved  all 
the  cold  and  storms  of  the  year  and  is  enrolled  at  the 
head  of  the  roll  of  honor.  During  the  fall  term  of  this 
year  1-3  of  the  pupils  were  perfect  in  attendance. 

Graduation  exercises  were  held  June  11th  at  which 
12  pupils  received  diplomas.  In  connection  with  the  ex- 
ercises an  exhibition  of  school  work  was  held.  This 
feature  will  be  made  an  annual  part  of  the  exercises. 
Every  pupil  in  the  district  will  exhibit  at  least  one  piece 
of  actual  school  work. 

We  were  fortunate  in  retaining  Miss  Hall  at  the 
Center  school  and  Mrs.  Marble  at  the  Sawyer  school. 
Miss  Margaret  R.  Tracy,  a  graduate  of  Salem  Normal 
School,  a  teacher  who  had  proven  successful  in  Salem, 
accepted  the  Depot  school.  She  is  holding  her  pupils 
rigorously  to  the  course  of  study  and  doing  good  work 
Miss  Dora  Cohen  succeeded  Miss  Smith  at  North  Atkin- 
son, but  remained  only  one  term,  a  persistent  "Teacher's 
Agency'*  being  responsible  for  the  change.  While  here 
Miss  Cohen  and  the  pupils  sold  library  certificates  and 
^qciired.  40  books  for  a  school  library.     Mrs,  Marble  is 
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working  on  the  same  project,  a  commendable  eftort  which 
parents  should  support. 

Five  teachers  agencies  failed  to  find  lue  a  trained 
successor  to  Miss  Cohen  and  Miss  Martha  Pattee  was 
given  the  school.  She  gives  every  promise  of  being  suc- 
cessful. She  is  the  only  teacher  not  a  normal  graduate 
or  holder  of  a  state  certificate. 

Mr.  Hartwell's  health  has  been  better  this  year  and 
his  work  little  interupted.  His  report  does  not  tell  all 
the  story  of  his  faithful  work. 

A  few  figures  are  here  submitted  relative  to  the  cost 
of  the  schools.  The  figures  are  based  on  the  average  at- 
tendance in  the  elementary  schools. 

Average  cost  of  schooling  per  pupil,  •HO  oi 

Average  cost  of  teaching  per  pupil,  25  41 

Average  cost  of  books  and  supplies,  1  51 

Modern  seats  and  desks  have  been  installed  in  the 
Center  school  according  to  the  vote  of  the  district.  This 
year  the  Depot  school  should  be  thus  equipped.  At  this 
school  the  stove  has  been  jacketed  and  storm  windows 
placed  on  the  north  end.  Temperature  records  show  that 
these  improvements  have  made  the  building-  easier  to  heat 
evenly  and  more  comfortable,  The  stove  at  the  Center 
school  should  have  been  jacketed  but  is  in  such  shape 
that  a  new  stove  must  be  supplied  next  year.  The  Depot 
stove  is  in  poor  condition  but  I  think  it  can  do  service 
one  more  year.  The  pupils  of  the  Sawyer  school  raised 
money  to  beautify  their  school  room  and  a  great  iiuiirove- 
ment  has  been  made. 

This  school  building  is  far  from  being  adequate  to 
our  needs.  There  are  19  pupils  enrolled  with  a  promise 
of  more  next  fall.  The  dimensions  of  this  room  ai-e  as 
follows:  Height  8  1-3  ft. :  width  15  2-3  ft.;  length  18  1-4  ft. 
which  gives  a  cubic  content  of  134  ft.  per  pupil,  where 
as  the  accepted  standard  is  225  ft.     This  room  therefore 
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should  only  seat  11  pupils  instead  of  19.  Nor  is  this  the 
worst  feature  owing  to  the  small  space  the  desks  are  so 
near  the  windows  that  ventilation  from  this  source  is  al- 
most impossible  and  the  door  must  be  kept  open  most  of 
the  time,  causing  a  draft  upon  the  feet.  What  I  Avould 
like  to  say  about  the  one  room  toilet  had  better  be  left  un- 
said. The  teacher  is  viligent  but  the  room  is  not  adequ- 
ate. Any  sanitary  commission  would  condemn  it.  It  is 
unwise  to  spend  money  for  a  new  toilet  here  or  to  lay 
out  one  cent  on  repairs  on  the  old  school  building.  It  is 
built  of  brick  and  cannot  be  moved  and  any  addition  can 
not  be  made  in  its  present  location.  The  children  play  m 
the  street  and  on  Mr.  Sawyer's  lawn.  The  street  is  danger 
ous  since  cattle  are  daily  driven  over  it  and  automobiles 
frequently  pass  this  corner. 

By  petition  an  article  is  inserted  in  the  warrant  for 
a  new  building.     This  article  must  pass  sooner  or  later. 

Since  my  last  report  a  new  town  has  been  added  to 
the  supervisory  district.  The  cost  to  your  town  has  been 
slightly  reduced  while  the  work  has  remained  the  same. 
I  am  still  able  to  make  weekly  visits  to  all  schools,  and 
in  fact  have  made  more  visits  this  year  than  last  because 
I  could  use  my  automobile  more,  and  was  able  to  secure 
a  good  driving  horse  when  the  roads  were  unsuitable  for 
the  automobile. 

In  conclusion  I  think  I  can  truthfully  say,  without 
fear  of  contradiction,  that  our  schools  are  steadily  im- 
proving. An  extra  week  last  year  showed  its  resuits 
and  I  am  gratified  to  find  that  this  year  we  can  reach 
the  state  recommendation  of  36  weeks.  A  sympathetic 
School  Board  and  patient  public  have  made  my  work  as 
pleasant  as  I  could  reasonably  expect.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 

To  Superintendent  Winslow  and  School  Board  of  Atkin 
son: 

I  am  asked  to  submit  a  report  of  that  which  is  being 
accomplished  in  the  schools  of  Atkinson  in  the  study  of 
music.  This  year  has  been  very  fruitful,  especially  in  the 
better  understanding  of  the  pupils  with  regard  to  the  in- 
tricacies of  rhythmic  work.  Were  the  parents  and 
friends  of  the  children  to  visit  the  schools  and  witness 
the  ease  with  which  the  time  language  is  being  applied, 
and  the  great  interest  of  the  pupils  in  this  subject,  and, 
I  might  also  add,  everything  pertaining  to  the  study  of 
music, — they  could  not  fail  to  catch,  in  a  measure,  much 
of  the  zeal  and  pleasure  of  the  children.  Like  all  other 
school  studies,  the  technical  part  of  musical  expression 
has  to  be  thoroughly  understood  by  the  puplis,  and  then 
there  is  no  lack  of  enthusir.^m  or  desire  on  their  part  to 
express  what  they  have  learned,  either  individually  or 
collectively. 

•^'o  the  endeavor  this  year  has  been  to  reach  the  in- 
dividual pupil  in  al!  tlic  grades,  and  increased  success 
has  croAvned  our  efforts.  The  practice  of  bringing  the 
several  schools  of  the  town  together  once  or  twice  a  season 
for  chorus  as  well  as  individual  school  singing,  has  been 
of  great  benefit  musically  at  least.  It  tends  to  create  a 
spirit  of  competition,  and  desire  to  excel,  which  cannot 
fail  of  improvement.  If  provision  were  made,  at  a  small 
cost.  TO  bring  outlaying  schools  in  to  the  center  for  these 
meetings,  so  that  a  full  attendance  would  be  assured, 
even  greater  success  Avould  follow ;  so  it  appears  to  your 
supervisor. 

One  of  the  largest  and  mose  successful  in  the  town, 
is  theSawyer  school — so  large  in  fact,  that  all  possible 
space  is  occupied  by  the  pupils,  with  barely  room  for  the 
teachers — and  here  is  shown  the  greatest  ardor  and  plea- 
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sure  by  the  pupils  of  any  school  in  town,  in  all  lines  of 
musical  study.  Should  additions  be  made  to  the  enroll- 
ment here,  the  little  brick  schoolhouse  would  have  to  be 
enlarged,  and  the  singing  would  be  somewhat  improved 
by  the  increased  space. 

Improvement  is  noted  at  the  smallest  school  in  town 
— the  North  school,  so  called, — where  the  pupils  are  few, 
and  they,  mostly  all  of  lower  grades.  Here  is  installed  a 
new  teacher — the  second  this  year — who  is  doing  much 
for  the  children  in  the  study  of  music. 

The  Center  school  is  fully  as  large  as  last  year,  and 
is  also  showing  improvement  in  some  directions.  The 
pupils  do  better  rhythmic  work,  as  well  as  improved  part 
singing  than  they  have  in  former  years. 

At  the  Depot  school  a  large  percent  is  reading  music 
intelligently,  and  some  good  part  singing  is  heard.  Part- 
icular attention  is  given  to  subject  of  time  and  the  story 
of  the  keys. 

Permission  is  asked  in  this  report  to  add  a  few^  lines 
regarding  the  study  of  music  at  the  academy,  "With  the 
improved  facilities  of  the  reconstructed  building  has 
come  many  other  good  features,  among  Avhich  is  the  great- 
ly enlarged  enrollment — almost  an  entire  new  school,  in 
fact,  but  musical  ability  sufficient  for  a  promising  future 
is  evident,  which  will  be  made  manifest  in  due  time. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  excellent  corps  of  teachers 
for  co-operation,  to  the  pupils,  for  courteous  treatment; 
to  superintendent  of  schools  and  school  board  for  en- 
couraging words  and  all  needed  supplies,
